Arrested later in the day in Chi- 
cago,' Philip Matthew Doyle, 21, ad- 
mitted he shot Ross after the pa- 
trolman had detained him at Fox 
Lake, radioed to the police station, 
and learned that the car he was 
driving was a stolen one. 

Detained first in the patrolman's 
squad car, which was about 6:25 a. 
m., Doyle said, he gained permission 
to get his handkerchief which was 
in the stolen car. Instead he ob- 
tained a pistol, returned and shot 
Ross. 

One shot lodged in the right side 
and the second in the temple. 

A taxicab driver investigated the 
parked car of the patrolman and 
reported Ross" injury to the police 
station. Chief Marius Olson 1 accom- 
panied the first aid squad to the 
scene and had Ross removed to St. 
•Therese hospital. Surgeons spent 
two hours in unsuccessful efforts to 
remove the slugs. 

After six blood transfusions, Ross 
was still in a critical condition) to- 
day.

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TWO KINDS OF WORLD TRADE 

Jut about everybody agrees that international 
trade is a good and necessary thing, and that the 
world in general needs more of it. Trade can build 
and strengthen the economies of nations, and improve 
the living standards of their peoples. Of at least equal 
importance, it can lead to a better understanding and 
a climate of friendliness between nations — which is 
certainly something this chaotic world can use. , 

But there are some Important qualifications that 
must be added. One is that trade should be a two- 
way street — those who want to sell must also be 
willing to buy. .Another is that our efforts should 
be given to stinudatrmg trade with our friends, not 
our enemies. 

The case of Poland is in point — a country which, 
despite its current troubles with the Soviet Union, 
has a Communist, aaati-Western government. During 
the first eight monUhs of this year Poland exported 
18,200,000 pounds of canned pork, mostly ham, to 
the United States. That marked an increase of more 
than 3 million! pounds over the same period in 1955. 
In return/. Poland ''got dollars, which every Com- 
munist as well-as'/idn-C^mimuiist country urgently 
iwanrts. What' "Poland^ docs with those dollars seems 
to-be something, of ^'/mystery. .One thing is sure — 
she does not buy American agricultural products 
with them. 

By contrast; three of our European friends- 
Denmark, Germany a<nd Holland— sell canned pork 
here and they too get dollars in return. But they 
follow the two-way street principle, and are sub- 
stantial purchasers of , American products, including 
meat and animal products. 

We need niore of the kind of trade that benefits 
us and the rest of the free world — arid less of the 
other kind.

POLITICAL DEMAGOGUERY 

The Pacific Northwest is and long has been a 
center of the pubiic-ver'sus-private electric power 
fight. Some time, -ago, the Columbia Empire Indus- 
tries, Inc. — a nonpartisan, wonpolitical group whose 
sole interest is the economic welfare and progress of 



tftie region-roppointed . a hydroelectric committee. 
That committee, after lenigthy study, has now made 
its report, and some of the conclusions reached apply 
to sound power policy everywhere. 

It said "all sources of capital" available should 
be used for needed new power development, arid 
that "local organizations and private industry must 
be encouraged to undertake as many power projects 
as possible." Then it made this all-important state- 
ment: "This committee feels that it is unfortunate 
for the over-all economic benefit of the region that 
political groups have caused great confusion in the 
minds of many of our citizens. The use of such ,a 
phrase, as 'give-away' is political demagoguery. No 
public facility can be given away." 

The phony "give-away" issue has beero manufac- 
tured by groups which want a tax-subsidized federal 
power monopoly, and are perfectly willing, through 
their blockading tactics, to bring on severe power 
shortages if they can't have their way. 

Finally, what the Columbia Empire Industries 
committee urges is, to all intents and purposes, the 
partnership plan of hydro-electric development, in 
which, the federal government, local government,; and 
private enterprise all play ' roles as. needed. This is 
one way to get maximum results in the quickest possi- 
ble time — and at the least cost to the taxpayers. 

FOR.?210 A YEAR 

How much does medical care cost the average 
American family? That question, asked at random, 
would provoke a wide gamut of answers. A good 
many people, who haven't had an opportunity to 
get the facts, obviously believe that this cost is very 
heavy. 

The Health information Foundation of New York 
City has looked into the matter. It found that the 
average family medical bill runs to about $210 
a year. Only 16 per cent of families spend more 
than $400. 

The average family, as we all know, spends sub- 
stantially larger sums for luxuries and entertainment 
and in other ways that are fun but not essential. 
And today's medical care dollar, due to medical prog- 
ress, brings back a tremendous return. New drugs 
and techniques produce cures where cures were 
rare or impossible ini past times. They have greatly 
reduced the time that people must spend recuperating 
from illness. It's a real saving when a man can re- 
turn to his work in a matter of days, instead of 
weeks or months. 

Complaints about medical care . costs are easy 
enough to understand — they are inevitable, human 
mature being what is is. No one likes to go to the 
doctor — we go only when we must. We'd much 
rather spend the money oh all manner of other things. 
That attitude is universal. But it should (not be 
allowed to warp the truth — and to blow up the 
medical care financial problem out of all semblance 
of reality.

Mr. Dearborn said a year-round 
"Back the Attack on Traffic Acci- 
dents" campaign, being launched 
this December, will continue 
through 1957. The purpose of the 
campaign is to encourage public 
officials to step up the attack and 
to stimulate citizens to back the at- 
tack oni traffic accidents. 

During December campaign em- 
phasis will be on speed, drinking 
drivers and pedestrians, night driv- 
ing and pedestrian hazards. 



Speed was a large factor last 
year in the 609 Christmas traffic 
deaths, the Council said. Driving 
too fast for conditions or in excess 
of the speed limit was a factor in 
85 per cent, of the fatal accidents, 
compared with an annual average of 
35 per cent. 

At high speed the human body 
becomes increasingly vulnerable, 
the Council - said. If an accident 
occurs at 60 miles an hour or more 
the victim is eight times more likely 
to die than if he had been injured 
in an accident at* 20 miles an hour. 

"Speed not only increases your 
chances of having an accident — it 
decreases your chances of coming 
out alive if you do have one," said 
Mr. Dearborn. 

To determine a safe speed, the 
Council said, drivers must take in- 
to consideration: 

1 Weather' and visibility. Fog, 
rain, snow, bright sunlight, or dark- 
ness are caution signs that should 
be heeded. 

2. Mechanical factors. Engine 
power, ability to hold the road, and 
efficiency of all mechanical parts 
have a definite bearing on selection 
of a safe speed. 

3. Physical factors. Whether a 
road is rough, smooth, hilly, flat 
curving or. straight are considera- 
tions that should influence speed. 

4. Personal factors, The driver's 
physical and mental condition and 
the speed at which he can' safely 
control his car are important factors. 

5. Traffic conditions Drivers

WINTER DRIVING TB?S 

You're a smart motorist— so your 
car has been serviced. for winlter. 
Even so, if we get extreme cold, you 
may find starting hard. Here are 
some tips "from Carol Lane for 
taking, the edge off winter nights. 

If you keep your car in a gar- 
age stretch' a rope' 'across' fiie end 
of the garage and hamig a blanket 
over.it. Then, when you put ithe 
car away at night, snug the Wont 
end up -to the blanket. This pre- 
serves some of the heat left in the 
motor and keps the f an from scoop- 
ing up icy early morning air and 
blowing it into the motor. 

If you ever have to leave your 
car outside all night, you can still 
cut ' down warm-up time. Save a 
large shopping bag, fold it flat and 
slip it down inside- the hood between 
grill arid. .radiator. To secure the 
bag, run a, cord through one end of 
it and tie the cord to the radiator 
cap. (This also prevents your ra- 
diator from freezing up while you re 
driving through heavy snow.) 

To grind cranberries easily with 
ho spattering juice freeze them first, 
them put them through the grinder 
while still frozen, suggests Success- 
ful Farming magazine in the De- 
cember issue. If used- in a gelatin 
salad, the frozen ground cranberries 
help set the gelatin quickly.

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Don't Let Fire Ruin 

Your Christmas 



One of the many wonderful 
Christmas traditions is decorating 
the home, church, and school with 
holiday finery. However, this tra- 
dition can be the starting place for 
a fire that could ruin your Christ- 
mas holidays. So wheni planning 
your decorations, plan for safety: 
Always buy a fresh Christmas 
tree, and then keep it in a cold 
place until you're ready to set it 
up, advises the December issue of 
Successful Farming magazine. Don't 
try "to flame-proof your tree with 
chemical solutions. Keep the tree 
away from any source of heat, such 
as the fireplace, radiators, 'and 
television sets. 

It's a good idea to have the 
switch for turning the tree lights 
on and off away from the tree, 
and always turn thelights off when 
no ante is in the room. Be sure the 
metallic icicles do not touch any 
of the light sockets, and keep elec- 
trical toys or trains away from the 
tree since a flying spark could send 
it up in flames. Dispose of the 
tree as soon as the needles start to 
drop off. 

] Each year there are more new and 
varied decorations, so you shouldn t 
have any trouble finding some- 
thing you like that is marked flame- 
proof and (nonflammable. It doesn t 
cost any more to buy f lame-resistanit 
crepe paper or other decorative ma- 
terials, so keep looking until you 
see the label, advises the magazine. 
If you're decorating a church or 
school for a party, take the decora- 
tions down as soon as the party is 
over. Your local fire department 
will be" glad to check your church 
or school decorations to see that 
there is no immediate danger. 

One of "the first places where fire 
can break out is the wiring. Before 
you string lights on the tree, check 



the cords for frayed spots. If your 
old string of lights is in bad con>- 
dltion> replace it with a string that 
•has the Underwriters' Laboratories 
seal, says the publication. 

Avoid overloading circuits and, 
running extension cords across a 
room. Never place a flexible ex- 
tension cord under the rug, for the 
underside of the rug .will rub off the 
protective covering on wires. Dp 
not use indoor strings of lights 
outside. Outside lighting requires 
waterproof electric cords and sock- 
ets, and bulbs that will not crack 
when wet, the magazine says.

Take it from the men who should 
kruow, your appliance servicemen, 
periodical cleaning and care will 
pay dividends in better, longer and 
more efficient service of appliances 
in the home. 

This sums up the advice offered 
by several Northern Illinois Gas 
Company servicemen in a recent 
article appearing in the FLAME, 
the utility's employe publication. 

''Manufacturers of gas appliances 
try their best to produce safe, effi- 
cient, convenient, durable appli- 
ances," the FLAME stated, "but like 
all man-made equipment, gas appli- 
ances need a little home care, too, if 
they are to continue to operate effi- 
ciently amd satisfactorily." 

Northern Illinois Gas Company 
servicemen agreed that most appli- 
ance service calls are the result of 
unintentional neglect which can be 
remedied by periodic cleaning to 
assure the most efficient service. 

Accumulation of deposits from the 
water inside the water heater tank, 
for example, can cause corrosion 
which leads to the inefficient op- 
eration of the unit. The gas com- 
pany experts advise draining about 
a gallon of water from the bottom 
of the tank periodically ,to remove 
deposits, thus prolonging the life 
and assuring more efficient opera- 
tion of the water heater. 

Periodic cleaning of gas ranges, 
too, is a simple routine housewives 
should adopt, the experts say, to 
keep the appliance at the peak ef- 
ficiency built into it by the manu- 
facturers. 

Gas dryers operate correctly amid 
more efficiently, the. gas company 
men say, if the lint trap is cleaned 
after each use of the dryer — a sim- 
ple operation that takes only a if ew 
seconds. 

An incinerator, the gas company 
experts point out, requires only in- 
frequent emptying of the ash pan, 
and for this reason it is sometimes 
neglected, Overloading an incin- 
erator lessens efficiency of the ap- 
pliance, the experts add. Inciner- 
ator ashes, incidentally, are prized 
by many gardeners as excellent fer- 
tilizer. 

Those who heat their homes with 
gas should heed the experts* ad- 
vice that if the furnace has a hu- 
midifying pan it should be kept 
clean of lime deposits. Ail filters 
should be cleaned several times a 
year by gently tapping the filter on 
a newspaper. It is recommended 
that filters probably should be re- 
placed once a year to attaint maxi- 
mum efficiency for the (heating unit. 

Condition of the flue pipe should 
be checked for rust periodically, too,

Going My Way To A Good Breakfast? 



Numerous routes lead to good 
breakfasts and no. one way is the 
only way. It is the destination 
that counts — a breakfast that in- 
sures each individual a fair Bhare 
of then ceded nutrients for the day. 

It is high time for the defense 
of those who do not follow beaten 

Eat ha in their choices of good 
reakfasts, choices which often, 
prove to' bo excellent, nutrition-' 
wise. Traveling their independent 
ways ore the children who like 
peanut butter or toasted cheese 
sandwiches for breakfast;' On a 
different route ore the people who 
prefer a bowl of soup or chowder 
to start the day. There is nothing 
so revolutionary about these 
breakfasts. Europeans long have 
had cheese and soup for the first 
meal of the day. 

Any of these breakfasts can 
meet acceptable nutrition stand- 
ards if they include a vitamin 
C-rich fruit, extra enriched toast 
or broad for energy and B vita- 
mins, plus milk for children. In 



the sandwich meal, cheese and 
peanut butter aro excellent pro- 
tein foods. Cream soups are ave- 
nues for introducing milk for 
those who do not like to drink it. 

Bread will be the basis of many 
of those meals. Scientists have 
shown that the cereal breakfast 
and the popular bacon 'n egg 
meal are, calorie for calorie, 
equally efficient. The protein of 
bread, or cereal , staves off hunger 
and prolongs efficiency. The day 's 
protein needs are best utilized if 
some protein food is eaten at 
each meal. 

Whichever route is chosen, a 
good breakfast will be the desti- 
nation if it follows the way of: 
A vitamin C-rich food such as a 
citrus fruit; a protein-rich food 
such as eggs, meat, bread and 
milk, or cereal and milk. Sand- 
wiches of cheese or peanut butter 
are protein-rich foods, too. 
Additional servings of enriched 
toast^ belong in the pattern for 
sufficient energy and B vitamins.
